The issue of the Memorial Cross in 
jthe first instance was prompted by 
the desire of the nation to provide 
some tangible recognition of the sacri- 
fice of mothers who gave their sons 
in the defence of the nation. It 
was also made available to.the wives 
of married deceased s@jdiers, but the 
issue was contingent upon death hay- 
ing occurred within two years of the 
signing of the Armistice. The new 
regulation makes provision for the is- 
sue of the Cross to those eligible on 
account of deaths which have occur- 
red since November, 11, 1920, and 
which were attributable to war serv- 
ice, and for such deaths that may oc- 
cur in future. © 

The authorities have no means of 
securing accurate information § con- 
cerning post-war deaths so it is neces- 
sary for those concerned to make ap- 
plication to the department for the is- 
sue of the medal. In the cases of 
soldiers who married after enlistment, 
and whose ‘deaths occurred prior to or 
after discharge, both.the wife and the 
mother are eligible to receive the 
Memorial Cross. G.W.V:A. branches 
will in future, as in.the past, provide 
every assistance necessary, in this 
and other respects, to the relatives of 
deceased sildiers.

In this connection we would re- 
mind farmers that the “Relief 
Act,” passed at the last session 
of the legislature, is now in ef- 
This act provides for the 
appointment-of a commission 
whose duty it is to adjust such 
cases as above referred to. This 
commission is to the farmers 
much like what the Finance Com 
mission is to the towns and _vil- 
lages which are passing through 
financial difficulties. 

Mr. Fream, who is head of the 
~ommission appointed ynder the 
Relief Act, strongly advises far- 
mers not to sign documents of 
any kind without first writing 
to him, giving full particulars of 
the circumstances. 

Farmers would, therefore, be 
well advised to give this matter 
their careful attention if they 
wish to be in a position to take 
full advantage of the act passed 
in their behalf.

The Grasshoppers 

Campaigns against the grasshopper 
are cr very effective in southern 
Alberta. The need of continued effort 
is emphasized, however, and also the 
necessity of economizing 1n bait whe-e 
possible, It has come to the attention 
of the Agricultural Department that 
many are placing bait during the after- 
noon, This has been found to be a 
waste of bait. The proper time to 
place bait is generally between. 6.30 
and 9 in the morning. It has been 
found also that proportions of 2-3rd 
sawdust and 1-3 bran is naving good 
results. It has also been found pos- 
sible to cut down the amount of mo- 
lasses to an amount not exceeding two 
quarts to every 100 lbs. of dry mater- 
ial, increasing the proportion of salt 
to 5 lbs. If these proportions are used 
in mixing bait, economy can be effect- 
ed, and just as good results obtained.

“Typical o: im,’ says Mr. - 
rell, “was his attitude towards the 
trading of spirituous liquors to the 
Indians. He was a strong opponent: 
of the liquor traffic; and while he 
was in charge of the western posts 
no alcoholic liquors were allowed to 
be taken to them. The years in 
which Thompson was in West 
were pornene the period in which 
“this debasing trade was at its worst. 
Rival companies were vying with 
each other for the furs; and cheap 
spirits were regarded by the traders 
as the most profitable sort of barter. 
Such, however, was not Thompson's 
view. He believed that the use of 
intoxicating liquor in trade was a 
short-sighted policy.” 

As a tribute to the work of David 
Thompson, the Canadien Pacific 
Railway and the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany are co-operating, in the erec- 
tion of a David Thompson Memorial 
Building on the shores of Lake 
Windermere, close to the site of the 
original trading post named Koo- 
tenai House which the explorer 
established in 1807.

Just as the spur of necessity forced yovebhunesite all over the world to 
increase taxation in order to raise enormous war revenues and to meet in- 
terest charges of ever mounting war debts, so necessity now demands the in- 
auguration of every safe and business-like reform calculated to bring about a 
reduction in national expenditures and thereby make possible a lawering of 
taxation. High taxation is today throttling all industrial and commercial 
enterprise and is operating as a clog on the wheels of business, hampering 
the provision of adequate and remunerative employment for. tens of thousands 
of people, and retarding a return to pre-war prosperity. 4 

There is opportunity for the inauguration of economies in public.adminis- 
tration in Canada through a revision, a remodelling, of some of the provisions 
of the national constitution as it governs the relations between the Federal 
Government and the several Provincial Governments. 

Canadian taxpayers today are called upon to bear the expense of nine 
Government. departments of agriculture, one in each province and one for the 
Dominion as a whole. There is inevitably an enormous amount of overlap- 
ping in effort and waste in expenditure. Inasmuch as agricultural conditions 
and needs vary greatly throughout the Dominion it is probably necessary to 
have Provincial departments deyoted to the encouragement of agriculture, 
but with each Province looking after its own requifements in this respect, 
where does the need exist for a Dominion department? It could very well be 
done away, with, a substantial saving effected, and no outstanding loss to the 
industry of agriculture result. ~Yet the Canadian constitution gives jurisdic- 
tion to both Federal and Provincial Governments concerning agriculture. 

Then there is over-lapping in connection with such subjects as insurance, 
with the result that we find departments at Ottawa and in the Provincial 
capitals, fully staffed, compiling insurance data and statistics, enforcing in- 
spections of one kind and another, collecting fees from companies, which, of 
course, the people in ‘the final analysis have to pay, while Parliament on the 
one hand and Provincial Legislatures on the other are busy enacting new 
Jaws and regulations governing the conduct of the business of insurance. 

Much the same thing is true in connection with laws concerning: the in- 
corporation, management, taxation, etc. of Companies during business 
throughout the Dominion. There is a constant conflict in legislation and 
authority, and the courts are full of actions and appeals to decide where the | 
authority of the Dominion ends and that of the Provinces begins, or vice 
versa. Constant recourse is had to the Privy Council in London to decide 
these knotty questions, for all of which the people of Canada ultimately pay. 

Step by step Proyincés have in recent years encroached upon what was 
formerly regarded as the exclusive right of the Federal Parliament to legislate 
in the matter ‘of Banks and banking. Farm Loan Boards are essentially a 
form of banking, taking the money of people on deposit in the form of bonds 
and debentures anf reloaning the proceeds, while in Ontario and Manitoba 
the Provincial Governments have actually established Provincial savings 
banks. Even admitting that such action has been forced on the Provinces 
through the failure of the Federal Parliament to revise the Bank Act in order 
to make it meet conditions in these Provinces, rather than leave it as it is, 
chiefly of kenefit to manufacturing industry and the larger concerns of finance 
and commerce ,the fact remains that we are heading for further duplication 
‘and waste in effort, with consequent increased expenditure, 

The Canadian constitution needs clarifying. There 


is need for a 
jes, Federal and Provincial. There should be reduction to an absolute mini- 
mum of those subjects in regard to which both have jurisdiction. Many sub- 
jects should either be left absolutely and solely to the Dominion, or in ike | 
manner to the Provinces. Even in the matter of divorce we haye Provincial 
courts granting them, and Parliament—whose time should really not be taken ; 
up with such matters—engaged in the same work. 

We: would like to see Premie¥ Mackenzie King take firm hold of this 
questign of a revision of the constitution and call a conference of Provincial 
Pferpiers and Attorneys-General to meet with the Federal ministers in a well 
defined and sincere attempt to simplify the constitution and évolye one more | 
in keeping with the present-day conditions and the requirements of the Do-' 
minion. Aside from large savings in administration costs which eould un- 
quentionably be effected, there is the even more important fact that less con- 
fusion and litigation would exist, and greater efficiency in public service 
result.

Large Coins Were Commonly Used in 
Sweden in Olden Days 

Probably the largest coin in the 
world. is one belonging to Farren 
Zerbe, internationally famous expert 
on rare coins. It is a piece of stamp 
ed copper plate 10. inches square and 
weiglis six and one-half pounds. It 
has a value of “4 daler” (the daler 
was a coin of varying value) stamped 
on it, and the date 1730, - Such coins 
were conimonly used in Sweden for 
some time during and after the wars 
of Charles XII.

The total face, or original exchange, 
value of the collection is counted in 
niillions, but no . present value has 
ever been placed on it.

Demonstrated Value 
Of Cow Testing | 


Dominion Dairy Commission Shows 
What May be Accomplished | ; 
The value ot cow testing and rec 
ording as a guide in feeding for milk 
yield and in weeding out low produc 
ing cows from the herd, is well filas 
trated by the officer in charge of the 
work under the Dominion Dairy Com- 
missioner. In his report on the sub 
ject he gives instances of increase on 
annual revenue which fllustrate what 
may be accomplished. In four years, 
he says, by adoption of the system, 
the Comox Association in British Co- 
lumbia increased the average . yield 
per cow by 1,400 lbs. milk and 70 Ibs. 
fat. This was in the period from 
1914 to 1918, and in the latter year 
the increase meant at least fifty dol 
lars niore per cow than was aso 
in 1914. In a locality in Ontario 
where the system has been followed 
for a term of years, the production of 
one herd, including a number of 
grade cows, has been increased from 
5,400 IbS. milk to nearly 12,000 Ibs. 
per cow. The average of 57 cows 
finishing a fall year’s testing in. 1920 
was 8,866 lbs. milk and 313.4 Ibs. fat. 
The statement is made that in Den- 
mark twenty per cent. of: the cows 
are tested; that in the United States 
there are 452 associations operating 
with an average of 425 cows tested in 
each association, or over 272,000 cows 
in all, and that In Canada, where the 
‘method pursued is on different lines, 
3,400 farmers are so engaged. The 
numbers everywhere are increasing 
rapidly. Co-operation is recommend- 
ed as the best method to follow in 
operating the system of cow. testing, 
and the hiring of competent men to 
do the work.

It seems impdesible thaf‘an fron bar 
with a hole through the centre should 
be stronger than a salid bar of the 
same diameter, but this has actually 
been proyed to be the case. A Hrit 
ish firm has developed a very ingent 
ous process of making what it calls 


a hollow cored bar with this increase 


of strength. The hollow core is real 
ly a smal) hole which extends from 
end to end-af*the bar. Obviously ft! 
would be a very costly business to 
bore a hole through the bar, and in| 
consequence this firm has developed | 
a clever way of makime the bar hol- 
low without drilling. The mass of 
metal from which the bar fs drawn is 
drilled in the first case, and the hole 
is packed tight with a special com 
position. -The ends of the hole are 
subsequently sealed by a patented 
process of welding. When the piece 


‘of metal is rolled fn the mill Into a 


long bar the packing stretches with 
the metal and preserves the contin- 
uity of the hole. One af the most 
important applications of this hollow 
cored bar is for mining drills where 
the hole is used for a current of air or 
a jet of water to cool the cutting 
edge.

The Drought Area Relief Act 


The Drought Area Relief Act has been passed to enable per- 
sons residing in certain areas of Southern Alberta and their credit- 
ors to adjust their accounts, and to prevent the dissipation of the 
resources of needy residents by a multiplicity of action and other 


. | legal proceedings. 


Any person who has been resident and actively engaged in 
farming operations in such drought area for at least one year prior 
to January Ist, 1922, and is still resident and engaged in farming 
can come within the provisions of the Act.. 

The duty of the Commissioner is to endeavor to adjust matters 
between residents in the said area and their creditors so as to pro- 
vide for the satisfaction of just claims,” 

Any resident farmer within the drought relief area, or any 
creditor of such resident farmer, can apply to the Commissioner 
for an enquiry into and an adjustment of his affairs, 

It is recommended that applications be forwarded at once, as if 
there is any delay the detail work necessary in the adjustment of 
tag account cannot be completed in time after the crop is harvest- 


Any resident farmer, or creditor, failing to make.. application 
before August 15th next does so at his own risk, as it sone oe be 
pean to get the necessary help and complete enquiries after that 


Applications for such relief, and to come under the provisions 
of the Act, should be made at once, in writing, to the Commission- 
er, Drought Area Relief Act, 320 Lougheed Building, Calgary, so 
that steps can be taken to make the necessary inquiry,
